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Largely due to the skill and te 
naei'y of operatives of the United 
Stales Secret Service ibe nefarious 
business of counterfeiting United 
States currency is on tlie decline. 
The crook of today regards the 
counterfeiting of money 88altogeth¬ 
er too difficult and too hazaidous 
when instead he can raise currency 
and can counterfeit personal and 
Ann checks. 

The raising of currency could he 
Stopped short if the hanks of the 
Count iy would assume responsibility 
for teaching their depositors what 
Portraits appear on the different. 
Federal Reserve Bank notes which 
Constitute 90 per cent of all the 
curieucy in ciiculation. 

A man went into a grocery store 
hi a small Illinois citv not long ago, 
purchased supplies for $1 75 and 
ili«u offered a $20 bill in payment. 
On ihe face of the hilt was a picture 
of Thomas Jefferson. 

Now, this grocery store owner 
happened to he a desposltor in a 
bank which is teaching its deposi¬ 
tors how to dis'ingnish the different 
Federal Reserve notes by the por 
trail that appears on the face, and 
be knew that a $20 note carries a 
Picture of Grover Cleveland and 
that a $2 note hears the portrait of 
Thomas Jefferson So he immedi¬ 
ately assumed, and correctly, that 
his customer was trying to pass a 
r aised note on to him. He told his 
customer he would have to go out for 
change, left the store, hut instead 
of bringing hack change he return¬ 
ed witli an officer Tha customer 
declared his innocence, hut when a 
quantity of notes raised from $2 to 
$20 was found ou his person lie 
Was arrested. A short time later 
be was tried and convicted and to 
day is in a Federal prison. 

Currency Raisers Increase. 

During the past three years the 
Dumber of currency raisers has 
"'ore than doubled. Four or five 
years ago six hundred detections 
*nd ai rests of counterfeiters and for¬ 
mers in any one year was considered 
En excellent record for the United 
States Secret Service. But note 
these fil'dies—during the fiscal year 
Ending January 1st, 1922, the 
tutmtier of detections and arrests 
was 1,425—an average of more than 
four a day. It is beoause of the 
rapidly Increasing mini tier of ooun 
terfeiiers and forgers of Govern 
metit and personal and firm checks, 
Liberty bonds and other securities, 
•hat the United Slates Secret Ser¬ 
vice wishes to impress upon busi¬ 
ness men the imperative need of 
tbc exercise of real precaution on 
'be part of all those who handle 
money. 

Ninety-nine persons out of every 
°he hundred are careless in hand 
ttug money. They receive money 
but only make sure they have the 
right amount. It never occurs to 
them to pay any attention to the 
genuineness of the notes. 

If cashiers are taught to read 
pictures instead of numerals and 
letters, fully 90 per cent of the Held 
in which couutefeilirs operate 
would be wiped out, and their re¬ 
turns in the other 10 per cent would 
be so small and their risks so 
hazardous, that the game of taising 
End counterfeiting would 90011 lose 
its appeal to this type of crimlual. 

This should not lie difficult, 
because the heads of the uieu whose 
portraits appear on the Fedetal 
Reserve Bank notes are familiar to 
Eltnost every one from their early 
School <lays. Here is a table of 
Portraits ou Federal Reserve Bank 
notes, comprising 99 per cent of the 
raised currency iu circulation:

’teuouiinaUouH, but they are rapid- 
y passing, for by such a practice 


the Government is only lessening 
ils own protection. Little need be 
said about coius, for they are so 
easily detected and briug such 
small returns that the counterfeit¬ 
ing of coins doesn’t amount to 
much auy more. 

A great many haukers are strong¬ 
ly of the opinion that the Govern¬ 
ment should issue currency of dif¬ 
ferent denomination which are so 
distinctly different that it would 
not lie necessary to leuiember por¬ 
traits. All money looks alike to 
people, argue these bankers. 
Make these notes so different in 
appearance that every one will 
know from memory the difference 
between a $2 and a $20, a $10 and 
a $50, and so on. 

Bank Checks on “ Graft.” 

The modern counterfeiter doesn’t 
bother with Government cuirency 
when there are thousands of dif¬ 
ferent kinds of piivate aud Arm 
checks that he can duplicate. 

Few people have any idea that 
95 per cent of (he business In the 
United Slates is transacted in 
paper which is only valuable be¬ 
cause of the signature of some Him 
or individual. During 1921 more 
than 6,000,000,000 (billion) checks 
totalling moie than $400,000,000, 
OOO(tiilliou), or eighty times the 
amouut of actual currency In the 
United States, passod through the 
clearing houses of the country. 
Tills means that sixty checks for a 
total sum of $5,420 were drawn for 
every peisou to the United Slates. 

You might think that every one 
knows the difference between the 
different denominations of United 
Slates cutreucy, and yet It is safe 
to say that if one gathered teu men 
together and asked all teu to de 
scribe the difference between a $5 
and a $10 bill, two of the most used 
denominations, that not one could 
do it. Now, if there Is all this dif 
Acuity witli Government currency 
with ils few denominations, think 
of the difficulty there must be with 
checks In oilier words, how mauy 
people who accept checks know 
what the checks of the various firms 
they deal with look like? 

Investigation has shown that the 
average hank teller does not even 
know the color of the checks of the 
thirty leading depositors of his 
bank 

Here is a case of counterfeit 
olieoks which is typical of what 
police forces have to deal with 
regularly today: 

“ Do you see that small torn 
corner on the label ou this check?” 
asked a Kansas City banker of me 
icoeiitly. “If P bad not been for 
that little corner there would have 
hnen no way lo prove absolutely 
that this check was a forgery, since 
the handwriting experts disagreed. 
But one small omission by the crook 
proved absolutely how the entire 
transaction had been accomplish 
ed ” 

One morning the head of the 
bond department of a certain 
Kansas City trust company received 
a telephone call. 

“ This Is Mr. A B. So and-an 
speaking,” said the voice, “ and I 
have a client who wants such-and- 
such a number of Liberty bonds 
and also a certain other stock. 
Can you deliver these immediate¬ 
ly ?” 

After holding the phone while he 
looked it up, the head of the boud 
department aaid that lie could make 
immediate delivery and named the 
price, whioh waa $6,586. - 

“ All right,” came the reply, “ I 
will send my boy right over for 
them." 

A few minutes later a youth ap 
pealed bearing a check for the 
amount mentioned. The head of 
the bond depatlinent took the check 
back to the cashier, who 00mpared 
the signature with theoardon file 
iu the bank and (hen pronounced 
the check O. K. The bouds weie 
accordingly delivered to the mes 
senger and nothing mote was 
thought about the transaction until 
a full month lalcr, when Mr. So- 
and-So pronounced the check jt 
forgery. He was told of the tele¬ 
phone oouersation, but said he had 
110 knowledge of it, and added that 
some crook had impersonated him. 

As the amount involved was large 
the bauk consulted handwriting ex¬ 
perts, and all pronounced the signa¬ 
ture identical. Then some one 
thought to Jift a corner of the label 
upon which was printed the name of 


the bank On the genuine ohecks 
this label oovers the name of an¬ 
other bank, where the account was 
previously cairied. But on the 
counterfeit check the crook had left 
the blank under the label. This es¬ 
tablished the fact that the check 
was both a forgery and a counter¬ 
feit. 

Counterfeit checks are a develop¬ 
ment of the last five years or so. 
The claim records of the various 
surety companies indicate that the 
passing of counterfeit checks is be¬ 
coming a more and more serious 
problem to bankers, surety com¬ 
panies aud users of ohecks 

Perhaps the most remarkable 
case of counterfeit checks on record 
occurred this spring, when the teller 
in one of the largest banks in the 
Central States handed ont more 
than $46 ,000 iii cash on a check 
which was not only oou terfeit, hut 
which in fact differed fiom the 
origiual in five different ways. 
This check was cashed in the bank 
on whioh it was drawn, and no 
$46,000 check is ever cashed with¬ 
out several people taking a look at 
it So several people in that hank 
did not recognize as a counterfeit a 
check written supposedly by one of 
its leading depositors and which 
differed from the original ill at least 
five particulars. Yet the very same 
hankers would doubtless recoguile 
a counterfeit ten dollar bill almost 
lustaully. 

Counterfeiting R R Pay 
Checks. 

About a year ago a check crook 
was arrested iu Pittsburgh. When 
datecllves searched Ills room they 
found a complete printing outfit 
and more than ninety counterfeit 
pay ohecks of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad. 

At, Norfolk, Va., one busy Satur¬ 
day night many of the merchants 
sold small amounts of merchandise 
to a working man. He handed iu 
his pay check and as identification 
ho pointed to the mark “ Machine 
Shop Laborer Number 38” on the 
check. He theu pulled fiom his 
pocket a brass disk with the name 
of the company and “ Machine 
shop” and “88” Btamped upon It. 
This satisfied the merchants and 
they handed over the goods and 
a good sized amount in change. 

When the banks returned the 
checks marked “ No account” the 
merchants consulted their oity 
directory and telephone books. 
They found that the checks were 
not onlv counterfeit, but that the 
company supposed lo have drawn 
them had never existed. The name 
used by the crook simply souuded 
as tbougli it might be the name of 
a company, aud ttie vety real look¬ 
ing brass idemificalion tag, which 
the crook prohatdy paid fifty cents 
for, closed the deal. 

Oue of Hie most productive 
schemes of the check counterfeiters 
is to counterfeit the bank’s certifica¬ 
tion stumps Many people who 
would refuse absolutely to cash an 
ordinary bank check will pass the 
same check almost without a glance 
if it bears a rubber stamp impres¬ 
sion bearing the word “ Certified,” 
followed by the name of the bank 
aud with a name or iuitials scrawl 
ed upon it iu red ink. 

What the merchant or bank who 
accepts such paper does not realise 
is that a rubber s'amp cau be pur¬ 
chased anywhere for f.'om seventy- 
five cents to a dollar, or a crook 
may have a small stamp vulcaniz 
log outfit iu his own home. A rub¬ 
ber stamp is a simple thing, but by 
the use of it be may make it several 
times as easy lor him to get a bad 
check cashed. 

Recently a crook made the rounds 
of all the smaller towus in Penn¬ 
sylvania and cashed without dif¬ 
ficulty more than a hundred olieoks 
purporting to have been drawn ou 
a Scranton, Pa , bank, every one of 
which was a counterfeit. The 
certification stamp was a counter¬ 
feit of that actually used by (he 
Scranton bank. 

At a Pittsburgh hotel a crook 
presented a check rt|H>n a Chicago 
bauk on which wan the supposed 
certification stamp. The hotel wir¬ 
ed the bank and reoeived the reply 
that the mau’s account was good for 
the amount in question. The hotel 
paid out the money, but later te- 
ceived the check back marked “for¬ 
gery.” The depositor’s account 
was good for the NinouDt, just as the 
bauk had replied by telegram, but 


the check itself was a forged instru¬ 
ment. 

Those who are in a position to 
know estimate present day losses 
from forgery, check alteration and Fi 
raising, forged indorsements and Die 
certifications, and finally counterfeit Mrs

March 31, 1923—Failure to 
stop, look aud listen, before passing 
a railroad crossing, resulted Friday 
moruiug in the killing of seven per¬ 
sons, injuring fourteen, some of 
them seriously, throwing off the 
track the engine, demolishing it and 
four coaches, just north of the city. 

It was the South Western train 
Boston to Cincinnati, running at the 
rate of 70 miles it is alleged, when 
the accident happened. 

The automobile, which was the 
cause of tlie catastrophe, wasdriveu 
by Mrs. Ftank Hemminger, and 
with her were her two children, Ro¬ 
bert, aged five, and Dorothy, aged 
two and one-half, all of whom were 
instantly killed. 

The others were three firemen, a 
colored porter aud two pas¬ 
sengers. 

A lumber yard office obstructed 
a view of the track as she ap¬ 
proached the traok. The engineer 
claims he noticed the nose of the 
machine slide out on the tracks 
from behind a cut of oars, and he 
put on brakes, b it iu the short dis¬ 
tance the automobile had reached 
the tracks. 

TtiiM train is a heavy one, all 
made up of steel Pullman oars, aud 
goiug at the rate it did, it must 
surely have made noise sufficiently 
to he lieaid. In this instance Hie 
driver of the machine does not seem 
to have iieard the noise, for she 
doses not seem to have stopped 
and used her eyes before ventur 
ing to cross the track or the 
calamity would have beau avoided. 

Deaf drivers, with whom we have 
taken rides, have always done that. 
We stopped aud looked when they 
came to a railroad track to see if 
the track were clear 

Besides the regular firemen there 
were two others riding in the oat), 
aud were killed, only the engineer 
escaped with cuts and bruises, and 
not of a serious nature.

John U Wight (Send. 

Students who attended Gallaudet 
College in the 70 ’s and 8 o’s doubt¬ 
less will recall the secretary and 
steward of their day, John B. Wight, 
whose death occurred Saturday, 
March 30 , at his Montclair, N. J.. 
home. 

Mr. Wight resigned his position 
on Kendall Green about 1890 and 
was succeeded by the late Wallace 
G. Fowler. He engaged in the real 
estate business in Washington and 
shortly thereafter was appoiuted a 
Commissioner of the District of 
Columbia by President McKinley, 
serving in that capacity for four 
years. He then came to the New 
York office of the Alpha Portland 
Cement Company, which position he 
held unitl his health compelled his 
resignation in 1921 . He made his 
home from the first in Montclair and 
identified himself with the social 
aud civic life of that city. 

His resignatiou as steward of the 
Columbia Institution did not end his 
connection therewith, for Dr. 
Gallaudet insisted on his becoming 
a member of the board of directors 
of the corporatidu, and his name is 
still so listed, though his heavy 
business cares prevented him from 
an active participation in the affairs 
of the Cotlege. To the end he was 
always glad to have news of the *‘ old 
boys,” he remembered and to recall 
incidents of the years spent on Ken- 
Idall Green. 


In June, 1921 , while crossing 
West Street, Manhattan, at the close 
of a business day, to take the Lacka¬ 
wanna ferry across the Hudson, he 
was run down by a motor truck and 
received a fractured skull. Al¬ 
though he apparently recovered from 
this injury, he was left so weakened 
that he became an easy victim to 
successive paralytic strokes, and the 
closing months of his life were of in¬ 
termittent full consciousess. His 
remains were taken to Washington 
for interment in Oak Hill Cemetery. 

He is survived by his widow and 
one son, Goulding K. Wight, a New 
York attorney. W. W. Beadrll.

LOS ANGELES. 


Hello, Mr. Lmldy. It gives us 
( Augeleuos ) real pleasure to see in 
a recent issue of the Journal the 
appearance after so long a silence 
of your interesting news from San 
Francisco. Try and keep up witli 
the Journal. 

Of course, we ate delighted with 
the big developments, which are 
being made in Los Angeles. We 
do not want so much to boost for 
our city or discuss it, but just want 
lo keep outsiders well-posted on 
what is being done here. 

Never in the city’s history has 
there beeu such extensive building 
operations in progress as at present. 
Anioug the proposed buildiugs are : 
$3,000,000 Chamber of Commerce ; 
a $3,500,000 Couuly Jail ; 
a $3,000,000 City Hall ; $500,000 
Hollywood Athletic Club ; $1,000,- 
000 hotel ; $3,000,000 cotton 

factory and mauy other buildings. 

The completed buildings are : a 
$7,500,000 hotel ; $1,000,000 Muni 
cipal Stadium anil many olher build 
iugs. The following extract is 
from the Los Angeles Examiner of 
yesterday ( Los Angeles is to have 
a new 900-acre industrial district, to 
be the largest of its kind west of 
Chicago, and to be developed and 
improved at a total eventual cost of 
approximately $ 100 , 000,000 ) 

There is a soou to he a mercan¬ 
tile arch building extending from 
Bioadway to Spring Street, between 
Fifth and Sixth Streets, with a 
frontage on Broadway aud Spring, 
twelve stories iu height, for offices 
and store purposes, the estimated 
cost lieiug $4,000,000. TheUuiver 
sity of Southern California is to 
spend $ 10 , 000,000 011 several 

educational buildings on its pre 
sent location aud also on a large 
uew gymnasium and a uew Ath¬ 
letic Stadium. 

As to Los Angeles harbor, it ha» 
been wonderfully improved, many 
tnillious of dollars having been 
spent on its development. To day 
it has an excellent shipping busi- 
uess, besides the uaval base, which 
is the home of tlie Pacific Fleet, and 
also a uew fort on the high hill 
called MaoArthur. 

The harbor is still being im¬ 
proved and will iu the future he a 
most wonderful seaport. Tlie P. 

E. Railway is soou to construct a 
uew subway from the center of the 
business district to Viueyard, 
through which ears will run to 
Hollywood aud hea h towns, so as to 
out the time shorter. The railway 
will spend $20,500,000 ou the 
project. There are other improve¬ 
ments too numerous to mnntiou.

Say, L»s Angeles takes 
the fourth place and Sail 
Francisco quite far behiud, aocord 
ing to the latest reports of the hank 
officials. Say, nty fiiondly greetings 
to you.
